NEW BISHOPS — Pope John Paul II has 
appointed two new auxiliary bishops for the 
Los Angeles archdiocese, the apostolic 
delegation announced Monday. They are 
Msgr. William Levada, 46, secretary of the 
California Catholic Conference, and Msgr. 
Donald Montrose, 59, pastor of Resurrection 
parish in Los Angeles. Before coming to the 
CCC, Msgr. Levada served as secretary for 
the Vatican’s Congregation for the Doctrine of 
the Faith; Msgr. Montrose served in the 
archdiocesan school system prior to his 
assignment as a pastor. 


SHROUD A GIFT — Pope John Paul II 
and his successors will own the Shroud of 
Turin, recently left to the papacy by Italy’s 
deposed King Umberto, who died March 18. 
The shroud is believed to be the burial cloth of 
Jesus, and has been the subject of exhaustive 
scientific tests. The 14-foot-long linen cloth is 
on display to the public in the Turin cathedral, 
but has belonged to the royal house of Savoy 
since the Middle Ages. Vatican sources said 
they expected the cloth to remain in Turin, 
Italy. 

SETBACK — President Reagan’s request 
for $110 million in new military aid for El 
Salvador suffered its first setback when the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee 
recommended that the first $60 million be cut 
in half. It was unclear what that 
recommendation will mean, since Reagan is 
seeking the first $60 million as part of a 


With this issue of Southern Cross, ihis 
newspaper celebrates its 71st birthday. 
Southern Cross has served the Catholic 


population of San Diego County since 
Mar. 31, 1912, and has been the official 
newspaper of the diocese since April 15, 
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‘‘reprogramming’’ of funds already 
appropriated by Congress for other countries. 
The Senate foreign operations subcommittee 
approved the funding shift March 23, but its 
House counterpart put off a decision until after 
Easter. 

MIRACLES? — Archbishop Arturo 
Rivera Damas of San Salvador, El Salvador, is 
gathering evidence of miracles which could 
lead to the beatification of his. controversial 
predecessor, Archbishop Oscar Romero, who 
was assassinated while celebrating Mass three 
years ago. ‘‘Quantitatively, very many’’ 
miracles have been attributed to the deceased 
archbishop,. said Father Jesus Delgado, who 
was Archbishop Romero’s secretary for three 
years and now holds that position under 
Archbishop Rivera Damas. 

NATIONALIZATION? — . Calling 
freedom ‘‘indivisible,’’ Pope John Paul II 
criticized a proposal by France’s Socialist 
government to nationalize Catholic schools. 
France’s commitment to freedom requires it to 
respect ‘‘the freedom of families to educate 
their children according to their own 
convictions,’’ the pope said as he received the 
credentials of the new French ambassador to 
the Holy See. It was the pontiff’s first public 
comment on the proposal by the French 
government to nationalize private schools, 
most of which are Catholic. 


EXPELLED — The Chilean government 
expelled three missionary priests after repeated 
efforts by Vatican and local Church officials to 
intercede on their behalf. Police took two of the 
priests from their parish in a poor section of 
Santiago and put them aboard a plane for 
Argentina. Previously, the government had 
refused to renew the residency visas of the 
priests, both from Ireland, and Columban 
Father Brian McMahon of Australia, telling 
them to leave the country before March 19. 
Father McMahon had sought asylum in the 
Australian embassy and was not taken to the 
airport. 

INVESTED — The president general of 
Opus Dei was officially invested as head of that 
group with its new status as a personal 
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prelature. The papal nuncio to Italy, 
Archbishop Romolo Carboni, was the pope’s 
delegate to the ceremony. As a personal 
prelature, Opus Dei will be guided by the 
prelate in matters of formation and choice of 
apostolate but will remain under the direction 
of local bishops in other aspects of its activities. 
The group is 70,000 lay men and women and 
1,500 priests worldwide that seeks to 
Christianize society through members who 
deepen their spiritual lives while remaining in 
their occupations. : 

‘NEW POLICY’ — A coalition of U.S. 
religious, human rights, labor and educational 
leaders urged a new U.S. policy toward 
Central America, vowing to do whatever is 
necessary to bring about that change. The 
coalition urged the administration to ‘‘stop all 
military aid and intervention in El Salvador, 
Honduras and Guatemala;’’ vigorously 
support a settlement in the El Salvador 
conflict; and ‘‘grant temporary asylum to 
Central American refugees.’’ Backers listed on 
the statement include Maryknoll Fathers and 
Brothers, the Sisters of St. Joseph of Peace 
general council and Auxiliary Bishops Thomas 
Gumbleton and Walter Schoenherr of Detroit. 


REVOKE — A group of Filipino priests, 
nuns and lay workers living in Rome called on 
President Ferdinand Marcos of the Philippines 
to revoke an executive order requiring migrant. 
workers abroad to send 50 to 70 percent of 
their earnings back home. A moral theologian, 
Redemptorist Father Bernard Haring, joined 
the group’s protest. The order is ‘‘not in 
conformity with accepted international 
standards of economic and political rights,”’ 
Father Haring said. 

‘PROMOTED’ — Because it is a ‘‘return 
to the community which nourished him in 
faith’’ and a move to a larger diocese, Bishop 
Thomas Welsh’s transfer to the Allentown 
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diocese is a ‘‘promotion,’’ said Cardinal John 
Krol of Philadelphia and Archbishop Pio 
Laghi, apostolic delegate in the United States. 
Cardinal Krol and Archbishop Laghi made 
their remarks to about 900 people at a dinner 
after the installation. Bishop Welsh was the 
subject of news coverage in 1976 and 1982 for 
disputes over the role of the laity in two 
parishes in the Arlington Diocese, of which he 
was bishop from its inception in 1974. Bishop 
Welsh was born near Allentown. 


HECKLER SUED — The national 
associations of pediatricians and children’s 
hospitals have sued Secretary of Health and 
Human Services Margaret M. Heckler to 
block implementation of a new federal rule 
aimed at preventing doctors from letting 
handicapped newborn children die. The suit 
alleges that the government did not allow 
proper time to comment on the rule.

WASHINGTON (NC) — The final 
version of the U.S. bishops’ proposed 
pastoral letter on war and peace ‘‘will not 
opt for unilateral disarmament,’’ said 
Auxiliary Bishop John J. O’Connor of 
the U.S. Military Ordinariate, a member 
of the committee drafting the letter. 


“*Neither this committee of bishops nor 
the bishops of the United States has the 
slightest intention of giving away the 
store,’’ Bishop O’Connor said March 22 
in an address in Washington sponsored 
by the National Strategy Information 
Center. 


BISHOP O’CONNOR quoted 
passages from three of the five popes who 
have lived during the era of nuclear 
weapons: Pope Pius XII, Pope Paul VI 
and Pope John Paul II. All the passages 
tended to support the concept of military 
preparedness. 


One of the passages, from Pope John 
Paul II’s 1982 World Day of Peace 
message, said Christians recall that 
““peoples have a right and even a duty to 
protect their existence and freedom by 
proportionate means against an unjust 
aggressor.” 


Bishop O’Connor also cited Pope John 
Paul’s message last June to the special 
session of the United Nations on 
disarmament which said that, under 
present conditions, deterrence based on 
balance ‘‘can still be judged to be morally 
acceptable.”’ 


THE BISHOP said the final version of 
the pastoral will contain those two 
statements by the present pope. 


Other bishops have made it very clear 
to the committee that the final version 
should make the degree of moral 
authority behind various statements 
“‘excruciatingly clear to our people.’’ The 
final version, he said, will make clear 
distinctions between statements that 
express teaching which Catholics are

Calif. gets first 
Benedictine abbot

OCEANSIDE — St. Mary, Star of the 
Sea Church was the setting Mar. 24 for 
the first blessing ever of a Benedictine 
abbot in the state of California. 


In a centuries-old ceremony-taken from 
the Roman Pontifical, Bishop Leo T. 
Maher blessed Rt. Rev. Claude 
Ehringer, OSB, as the first abbot of 
Prince of Peace Abbey. Father Abbot 
Claude, who had been prior of the 
monastery (formerly known as St. 
Charles Priory) until February, when it 
was elevated to the status of an abbey, 
was elected abbot Feb. 23 by the priests 
and professed Brothers of the Benedictine 
community. 


MORE THAN 100 priests of the 
diocese joined Bishop Maher for the 
blessing; also present were several visting 
bishops and abbots, as well as many 
friends of Father Abbot Claude and many 
Sisters from throughout the diocese, 
including the Benedictine Convent of 
Perpetual Adoration in San Diego. 


In his homily, Bishop Maher reminded 
Father Abbot Claude that he is to 
“‘represent Christ and...to guide others in 
the way of the-Spirit,’’ to encourage 
others in the love of God, in the life of the 
Gospel, in fraternal charity, in sound 
doctrine, and to be a man of prayer, of 
compassion, ‘‘a good shepherd.’ 


After promising to persevere in the 
Rule of St. Benedict, to be concerned for 
the spiritual and- temporal goods of his 
brothers, to manifest concern for the 
poor, to be loyal to Church and pope, 
Father Abbot Claude was invested with 
his miter by Bishop Maher, who then 
blessed him. 


The bishop then presented the new 
abbot with the Rule of St. Benedict and

Fr. Conwill sparks local revival

SAN DIEGO — Exuberant choirs and 
a fiery preacher in a passionate five-day 
revival reached out last week to 
unchurched blacks and presented ‘‘the 
Catholic Church to the black community 
in a way they can understand.”’ 


The San Diego Diocesan Commission 
for Black Catholics hoped to help remedy 
at least one problem with its second 
annual revival at Christ the King Church. 
“Blacks are not predominantly Catholic 
because the liturgy and prayers are really 
foreign to black expression and 
expectations of religion. Traditionally, 
becoming Catholic has meant giving up 
one’s blackness,’’ said Marvin Threatt, 
vice-chairman of the commission and a 
candidate for the permanent diaconate. 


THE WAY the organizers reached 
their fellow blacks was with zealous, 
animated preaching from Father Giles 
Conwill, and with a host of local gospel 
choirs. 


Father Conwill, a diocesan priest who 


‘is studying cultural anthropology at 


Emory University in Atlanta, started the 
revival off with a night of teaching. He 
discovered that only a handful of the 110 
(young and old, black and white) persons 


in attendance came with Bibles. ‘‘It’s- 


amazing that we Catholics have stayed so 
close to God without the Word of God,”’ 
he said, noting that Catholics tend to be 

“‘scripturally illiterate.”’ 
His hour-long talk about the Bible 
employed memorization tips and was

May Easter faith match the disciples’ 


If Christ is not risen, our faith is in vain. 


So said St. Paul, and this ringing affirmation continues 
to loom as a stumbling block to all attempts to interpret the 
significance of Christ’s life on earth as lying merely in His 
moral teaching or His example or His ability to transform 
other people’s lives. 


All those things are important. Obviously. But minus 
the Resurrection, it is hard not to see Christ’s life as ending 
disastrously, as an anti-climax, a terrible let-down. Only 
the Resurrection enables us to reverence His life as a 
surpassing triumph — the ultimate conquest — even over 
death itself. 

But what does it mean to say that Christ rose from the 
dead? 


Today, many speak of a ‘‘Resurrection event,” 
meaning that they affirm that something very important 
happened on Easter morning — something which has had 
a profound impact on the subsequent history of the world, 
but they are not sure what. 


This revisionist theology seems embarrassed by the 
physicality of the traditional ideas of the Resurrection. 
There was not a resuscitated corpse, we are told. 


We are often reminded that belief in Christ’s bodily 
Resurrection, of itself, avails nothing. We are told that 
what is important is that the Risen Christ be alive in our 
lives, that we live the Resurrection into which we have 
been baptized. 


True enough. 


But to stop there would be comparable to saying that it is 
enough that God’s presence came to birth in our hearts, 
that it is not important that the Son of God was actually 
born of a woman. 

One of the most ancient Christian heresies denied 
precisely the fleshliness of the faith — the Incarnation. 


The Resurrection must involve a physical event. Christ’s 
body cannot have remained rotting in the grave while He 
rose in some mystical or spiritual sense. The glorification of 
His human body was necessary to complete the work of 
redemption undertaken through the Incarnation. 


A purely mystical concept of the Resurrection seems to 
let us off the hook. It makes us free to imagine that event as 
anything we want it to be — without having to confront the 
awesomeness of the Incarnation. 

Uncertainty about the nature of the Resurrection is part 
of the process by which the historical character of 
Christianity is obliterated. 


More and more, we are encouraged to think it is not 
important what really happened in New Testament times. 
All that is important is what we think happened, and what 
effect those thoughts have on us. For many, it seems that 
the ‘‘image of Christ’? is more important than His 
historical reality. 


The disciples knew Christ was a real material being. 
They knew the horror of the crucifixion. 


Their Easter faith was something infintely beyond a 
merely wishful sense that, somehow, He still lived in their 
hearts. 


May our Easter faith match theirs.

‘What is the truth?’ 


In the account of the Passion of Jesus according to John, there 
is a conversation between Jesus and Pilate which has always 
perplexed me. In answer to one of Pilate’s questions, Jesus stated 
that the reason why He was born is to testify to the truth. 
‘‘Anyone,”’ He said, ‘‘committed to the truth hears my voice.” 
Pilate replied, ‘“Truth! What does that mean?”’ 


How often this question has been echoed down through the 
centuries! And in such a variety of inflections! For there are those 
sincerely seeking the truth and those who do not wish to know the 
truth. There are those who are afraid of the truth and those who 
wish to hide the truth. There are those who insist that truth is 
relative; those who say it is absolute; those who hold it is both. 
There are those who “‘stretch’’ the truth; those who manipulate 
it. There are those who maintain they have the whole truth and 
stop seeking it. 

Modern communications offers us a tremendous challenge. 
We are bombarded by so much information that we really don’t 
know what is true, part-true or not true. From the same facts and 
figures entirely different conclusions can be drawn. At times we 
become so confused/overwhelmed that we are tempted to “‘turn 
off’ and ‘‘tune out.”’ 


A few days ago I met a young Guatemalan woman — in her 
mid-20s, of Mayan descent and in the United States without 
proper papers. She told me her story: her three brothers — ages 
30, 23, 15 — over a period of a year or so were abducted from 
home. The eldest was never seen again; the others were brutally 
murdered. Later her parents escaped their burning home and 
fled to a refugee camp. Because she was marked for death she fled 
her country. 


We in our country maintain that every one has God-given 
rights — of life, liberty, happiness! Yet those who give her 
sanctuary are liable to a fine of $2000 and five years in prison. 
What is the truth? 

If we abdicate our personal responsibility for seeking, 


struggling to find the truth, we will lose our ability to hear the 
voice of Jesus.

It is 
only the wisdom of God that makes life and history 
harmonious and comprehensible. 


It is most Christian when we thank God at Eastertime 
for the faith that is our gift, to feel a little sadness for those 
who do not share it and let our love and prayer reach out 
to them — in whatever way we can — in the hope that in 
us they may glimpse something that might lead them to 
search for Him and the peace of mind that real faith 
always brings. 


WE WHO HAVE received faith have a profound 
responsibility towards those who have not and a mission 
to share with them the sure hope of God’s promises and 
the existence and unfolding of His plan for the universe. I 
don’t mean that we should preach to them and act in ways 
that can only be described as ‘‘holier-than-thou,’’ but that 
the kinds of people we are, the kinds of goals we set, the 
kind of loving we do, will speak to them of a more 
fulfilling, happier and more challenging lifestyle, a 
different value system, and a real life purpose. 


What the resurrection emphasizes in a very personal 
way is that we do not affect or convert or challenge in 
words alone, but by living what we profess. Words have 
never been cheaper than they are today. Ideas have never 
floated more loosely. There are as many ‘‘philosophers’’ 
as armchairs in our information-bombarded society. 


What we are short on is proof in person. As Mother 
Teresa says, ‘‘Yes, but what do you do?”’ 


Do we in turn teach what Christ taught in His death 
and resurrection in the way we think about things and 
react to the situations we find ourselves in from day to 
day? Obviously we do not, or not effectively enough, or 
we would have drawn all the world to Christ by now. 


WE CHRISTIANS are not always as high on 
generosity as we are on complacency, nor as strong in 
forgiveness as we are in judgement. We do not always 
remember that God’s gifts and promises are not given 
merely for our own sanctification or glorification, but as a 
seal of partnership, a token of convenance. They are 
meant to equip us for our task of continuing Christ’s 
mission of guiding the world to the Father — and to do 
this we must share what we know and what we have 
become through God’s grace. 


This is what Easter is about. This is what life is about. 
This is what we are about. This is what our faith is about. 
That Christ may be resurrected again and again in each 
of His people until His universal body becomes the only 
reality and we are all united and reconciled in Him. We 
are the Easter people, committed yet free to witness 
Christ resurrected — first in ourselves, then in all the dim 
and dank corners of our lives. May the peace and joy of 
Easter be always part of you. 


Reach out and touch 


The Bell ad sell to ‘‘reach out and touch someone’’ has 
been very effective. The campaign assails the emotions of 
persons, ostensibly to help them keep in touch with loved 
ones, but really to push use of long-distance service. 


To ‘‘touch someone’’ goes beyond mere sense; it 
suggests overtones of the soothing caresses of a parent for 
child, or between husband and wife. It recalls the shy 
touch of lovers, the comfort of healing hands for the sick. 
It tells us we are not alone; there is someone close by, 
present. 


HAVE WE ever reflected about Easter-and the feast 
when God in Jesus reached out to‘touch us? Of course He 
did that first when He sent Christ to us and fashioned for 
Him the hands of mercy, healing and forgiveness. The 
public life of Jesus was a reaching out to touch us; we 
learned from Him that God was with us in our daily 
journeys. During this Lent we heard about the ways He 
reached out, even if His extended hands were rejected, 
yes, even by those close to Him. When it came to the end, 
Christ was almost alone. He could not even reach His

mother for His hands were fixed to the tree; nor could she 
grasp Him. 


Easter Sunday is the reaffirmation of the many ways 
that God found the firmer, stronger way of touching us. It 
begins with Mary Magdalen. She is content, as are the 
other holy women, only to’anoint with oil His dead body. 
But Christ is not there. When Mary Magdalen hears Him 
call her name, she does want to reach out, but He will not 
allow this. 


There is no hand contact with the disciples in the upper 
room. Thomas the Apostle wants to do as Mary 
Magdalen desired, to touch Him. This time it is for the 
sake of evidence and proof. A week later, Christ invites 
him to do just that. We never learn whether Thomas in 
fact does feel Him. It may have been enough for the 
doubting Apostle just to see Christ in the midst of His 
brothers. 


CHRIST BREAKS bread with the disciples at 
Emmaus. Can we not believe that as they took bread, one 
from another, their fingers touched? When Christ eats 


fish with the Apostles by the lakeside one morning, is it 
not the same? When they take bread from His hands it is 
a forecast, as if to say, this is how I will be with you when 
you receive My Body and Blood in the Church. 


Michaelangelo’s Creation on the ceiling of the Sistine 
Chapel depicts God touching Adam and giving life. Does 
not the Church pass along the touch of Christ in the new 
way to give life? How many of the sacraments involve 
touch; the priest anoints the child in baptism, as the 
bishop does in confirmation. The elders of the Church do 
so in the anointing of the sick; spouses hold hands as they 
exchange their vows and rings. Priests have hands 
anointed; the Eucharist is given by hand. Even in the 
Sacrament of Reconciliation, the priest extends hands 
over the penitent, to transmit the forgiving touch of 


Christ. 


Christ is risen and in our midst. Every time in love we 
make Him present one to another, we teach the lesson of 
the Easter gift we received. Eternal life and God’s love are 
carned when in His name we reach out and touch. 


Once more with love 


Being married with no love or caring or commitment 
can be a very lonely place. This loneliness causes isolation 
and estrangement; and oftentimes separation and 
divorce. 


The Catholic Church has been spending a great deal of 
time and energy to assist people to prepare well for the 
sacrament of matrimony. The Church also supports 
various groups which help people to deal well with marital 
breakdown and anguish. The Church’s process of 
annulment is one important way of healing and helping 
people to prepare for a possible second marriage. 


We need to further this help by assisting these people to 
grow in wisdom, to authentically move from past 
moments of marital life to new moments of living and 
loving. 


Both parties in the former marriage must help this 
process occur. It is not true that a broken marriage can be 
compared to a death. Former spouses are normally always 
a part of one’s ongoing life, especially at times when 
important moments in the lives of the children need to be 
celebrated. 


WHAT HELPS healing? What attitude helps to foster 
reconciliation when former spouses meet? To forget? 
Some people counsel this: learn to forget the hurts and the 
sorrows and the anguish. On the contrary, however, 
“‘remembering’’ better serves healing. Try to recall the 
fine moments, the times that love was shared. Such 
experiences are usually a part of any marital relationship. 
Do not forget them. 


An increase in wisdom occurs, then, when we 


‘remember the good moments and are not afraid to leave 


this past time in one’s life in order to authentically move 
on to a new-found wisdom and maturity. 


GOD DOES not always reveal himself to a person at 
prayer, but He always reveals himself to a person of 
prayer. Prayer is the true vehicle which helps us to 
remember and to leave home with authentic love and 
dignity. 


The step into a new marriage should always be careful 
and considerate. Both parties should sensitively discern at 
least these areas of significance: what do I expect in this 
second marriage; why did the first marriage fail; what 
expectations are you putting on your new partner. 


What are your views now of marriage and children; 
what are your real assets and liabilities; what is this 
marriage: a civil ceremony? a true sacramental 
commitment? What fears and expectations do I have 
concerning sexuality and intimacy? 


TO LEAVE home calls for honesty and personal 
integrity; ghosts of the past will remain and will continue 
their haunting until unresolved conflicts of guilt, grief and 
anger are openly faced and reasonably settled. 


A new home will be a place of peace only to the extent 
that a person understands deeply the previous marriage. 
To the former spouse and to the future spouse, these 
words of St. Augustine should find a home in your heart: 


Let us, you and I, lay aside all arrogance. Let neither of us 
pretend to have found the truth. Let us seek it as something 
unknown to both of us. Then we may seek it with love and sincerity 
when neither of us has the rashness nor presumption to believe that 
he already possesses it. And if I am asking too much-of you, allow 
me to listen to you at least, to talk with you as I do with beings 
whom, for my part, I do pretend to understand.

‘Are you not aware that we who were baptized 
into Christ Jesus were baptized into His death? 
Through baptism into His death we were buried 
with Him, so that, just as Christ was raised 
from the dead by the glory of the Father, we too 
might live a new life. If we have been united 
with Him through likeness to His death, so shall 

we be through a like resurrection. ’’ 
(Romans 6: 3-5) 


Dear Douglas: 

Nearly 2000 years ago St. Paul wrote 
these words to the Christian community 
at Rome to explain in part his theology of 
baptism. Today in the font of your parish 
church you joined that vast throng of men 
and women who down through the 
centuries have proclaimed their faith in 
the living Lord and have been born again 
in the saving waters of Baptism. You are 
but an infant in both life and faith. It will 
take many years, actually a lifetime of 
experience, before you fully realize the 
importance of the sacrament you received 
this morning. Still I share this letter with 
you in the hope that it will someday help 
to unveil at least something of the miracle 
of God’s love for you. 


Our celebration of the Feast of Easter is 
almost here. This is our Passover Feast, 
our celebration of Jesus’ passage from 
death to life — the victory of resurrection 
over the grave. From the very earliest 
days of our Church this has been revered 
as the best time for baptism. In fact, for 
many centuries, the Easter Vigil (Holy 
Saturday evening) was the only time 
during the year that this sacrament of 
Christian initiation was celebrated. 
Because baptism celebrates our entry into 
the Paschal Mystery (the mystery of 
Christ’s death and resurrection) this 
seemed the most appropriate night to go 
down into the waters of the death of 
baptism to be buried with Christ so as to 
be raised with Him to newness of life. 
Easter is thus the most important feast of 
the year. It not only celebrates the 


triumph of Jesus Christ, it celebrates our 
own triumph as well — a victory over 
death promised us on the day of our 
baptism. Yes, Douglas, today you 
received the most precious gift 
imaginable, you were born again by the 
power of God’s Holy Spirit and you took 
your place among His holy people. 


OUR OBSERVANCE of Lent will end 
with the celebration of the Mass of the 
Lord’s Supper on Holy Thursday 
evening. This liturgy begins the Paschal 
Triduum — the three days during which 


. we commemorate Christ’s passover and 


our own. We Christians consider this the 
holiest season of the year because the 
liturgies of these days speak so clearly and 
eloquently of what it means to be a 
follower of Jesus Christ. 


During the Mass of the Lord’s Supper 
we are presented with three powerful 
readings. The first, from the Book of 
Exodus, tells of the preparations for the 
Passover supper and ends with the words: 
‘*This day shall be a memorial feast for 
you, which all your generations shall 
celebrate...” The account of the Last 
Supper from the First Letter of Paul to the 
Corinthians which follows, brings to 
mind our own memorial feast of 
Eucharist. The Church has chosen St. 
John’s report of Jesus’ Last Supper for 
the Gospel. It is of special interest because 
the evangelist does not mention the 
institution of the Eucharist but prefers 
instead to dwell on its practical 
consequences. We are reminded that 
Jesus rose from the meal, tied a towel 
around himself, poured water into a basin 
and washed and dried his disciples’ feet. 
Then he said to them: ‘“‘Do you 
understand what I just did for 
you?...what I just did was to give you an 
example: as I have done, so must you 
do.’’ Today, Douglas, you were baptized 
into a life of service. Today you were 
initiated into a way of living which holds 
that real life is only found in dying to self.

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REBIRTH — Msgr. Thomas Maloney of Our Lady of Grace parish, El Cajon, receives a 


baby — “an infant in life and faith’ — into the Church through the sacramental 
washing of baptism. From the earliest days, the Church has celebrated baptism 
during the Easter Vigil; buried with Jesus in the baptismal waters, we will rise to new 
life with Him through His resurrection and victory over death. 


This, of course, is a pretty frightening 
prospect. The liturgy of Good Friday is 
meant to help alleviate some of this fear. 
The beginning words of the day’s first 
reading from the prophet Isaiah bring a 
message of comfort and hope: ‘‘See, my 
servant shall prosper, he shall be raised 
high and greatly exalted.’’ This theme of 
exaltation carries through the reading 
from Hebrews which speaks of our ‘‘great 
high priest who has passed through the 
heavens, Jesus, the Son of God,”’ and 
reaches its climax in St. John’s account of 
the Passion of our Lord. The Church has 
traditionally used St. John’s Gospel for 
the liturgy of Good Friday because this is 
the day of Jesus’ triumph, and St. John 
portrays the Passion as Jesus’ finest hour! 
It was for this that the Word became flesh. 


GOOD FRIDAY is both a day for 


sober reflection on the price our sins 
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exacted and a day to remember that 
Jesus’ total obedience to His Father’s 
will, even to the point of death on the 
cross, resulted in the glory of His 
resurrection. In years to come, Douglas, 
as you move forward in solemn 
procession to venerate the cross, the 
Church would have you remember the 
words of Jesus: ‘‘If a man wishes to come 
after me, he must deny his very self, take 
up his cross, and follow in my steps.” 
(Mark 8:34) Good Friday invites us once 
again to contemplate the core message of 
both Easter and our baptismal theology: 
that if we die with Christ, we will rise with 
Christ. Even on this day, we Christians 
look beyond the cross to the empty tomb! 


Our final movement toward Easter joy 
is the celebration of the Vigil Mass on

Holy Saturday. Months of baptismal 
preparation will culminate this night in 
thousands of fonts and pools throughout 
the world. In a final gesture to assure the 
candidate’s readiness for baptism and the 
faithful’s preparedness to welcome new 
members, the Church unfolds the 
panorama of salvation in a tableau of nine 
readings. The first, fittingly, is the story 
of creation. As God speaks and the 
heavens, earth and all that is in them 
come to be, we hear the words ‘‘God 
looked at everything he had made, and he 
found it very good.’’ And we sense 
something of our Father’s delight. This 
reading from Genesis is_ particularly 
appropriate since the waters of baptism 
will tonight effect a ‘‘new creation’”’ in us 
as Church, a creation in which both God 
and we will delight. 


Other baptismal themes presented by 
the readings of the Easter Vigil are: 
obedience and trust (the test of 
Abraham); God’s tenderness, mercy, 
forgiveness and enduring covenant love 
for His people (Isaiah 54 and 55); 
cleansing with water, and the gift of a new 
heart and new spirit (Ezekiel); and of 
course the account of the Israelites’ safe 
passage through the same sea whose 
waters destroyed’ the pursuing Egyptian 
army. This year we will hear St. Luke’s 
version of how the women found the 
empty tomb at dawn on the first day of 
the week. 


The stage having been set, we will 
respond to the call of God’s Word by 


baptizing. We, the faithful, will renew. the 
vows of our own baptism, just as we did 
today with you, Douglas, to assure the 
candidates of our support in the faith. 
Then we will plunge them, young and old 
alike, into the waters of baptism and will 
pull them newborn from the womb of the 
Church. Sealed with the gift of the Holy 
Spirit, these new Christians will be 
clothed in white in innocence and dignity 
and presented with light from the Paschal 
or Easter candle for they now have been 
enlightened by Christ. 


(WHEN THEY die, as when you and 
I die, their coffins will be ‘‘clothed’’ in a 
white pall and placed near the Easter 
candle to light their way home. “‘If we 
have been united with Him (Christ) 
through likeness to his death, so shall we 
be through a like resurrection.’’) 


These newly baptized will present the 
gifts for the Eucharist, bread and wine. 
And later as they approach the Lord’s 
table for the first time to receive new food 
to sustain their new life, they will share in 
a foretaste of the ‘‘heavenly banquet.”’ 
We the faithful will join these neophytes 
and rejoice with them assured that we 
have been true to our mission as Church. 
At the same time we must also realize that 
this mission is not complete until the good 
news of Jesus Christ has filled the world. 
Baptismal initiation is what the Feast of 
Easter is all about. 


That, Douglas, was the cause of our joy 
today. We welcomed you through 
baptism into our community. We 
promised you our love and support and

We rejoiced because the message of 
Easter will continue enfleshed in you.

In His 
goodness, may God continue to pour out 
His blessings upon you, His son. May he 
make you always, wherever you may be, 
a faithful member of His holy people.

A reception followed on the monastery 
grounds atop Benet Hill, several miles — 
east of Oceanside, the renamed Prince of 
Peace Abbey where Father Abbot Claude 
will continue as both shepherd and 
steward. 


THE ABBEY, in the rich Benedictine 
tradition, is the living family to which 
each member, whether priest or Brother, 
makes his life-long commitment, Father 
Abbot Claude told Southern Cross the 
week following his election. ‘‘We come 
here, we return here, we die here,’’ he 
said. 


The Benedictine rule stresses both 
prayer and. work, said Father Abbot 
Claude, ‘‘the standard for all Religious 
orders which have developed since. It 
doesn’t ask anything of us that Christ 
didn’t ask from His disciples...and the 
Church.”’ 


‘‘The Benedictine life is an attempt to 
place before the world...the Christian life 
as it can be led in community — working 
out one’s salvation with like-minded 
people and to have as apostolate the 
witnessing the life of charity to others.”’ 


THERE IS A “‘sign’’ value in the 
Religious life, said Father Abbot Claude, 
and that is to ‘‘put before the world the 
transcendence of God (in the) experience 
of our total dedication to conform 
ourselves to God’s holy will. It is a total 
gift of self to God.”’

else, said Father Abbot Claude. Prior 
since 1965, his new role within the 
monastery will continue, he said, to be 
the first among equals, although 
canonically he now ranks as a prelate of 
the Church and wears a bishop’s insignia, 
including the pectoral cross. 


Father Abbot Claude was born in 
Jeffersonville, Ind., in 1908, made his 
Religious profession in 1930, and was 
ordained a priest in 1934. As a professed 
monk within the Religious community, 
he still shares in its daily life and liturgy. 


“IT IS A privilege to serve the 
community; we have not come to be 
served, but to serve,’’ he reflected.” 


Carved into Father Abbot Claude’s 
crozier are the words of St. Benedict 
himself: Ut in omnibus, glorie ficetur Deus 
(‘That in all things, may God be 
glorified’). That, he says, sums up the 
monastic ideal, ‘‘simply the effort to live 
the whole of God in one’s life.”’ 


A priory is a group of men who have 
had their start from another abbey; the 
prior is appointed. The change in status 
to abbey was a decision of the community 
itself, he said, and is permissible after a 
priory ‘“‘has grown and matured, has 
undertaken apostolic work or mission in 
the area, is assured of vocations, and has 
12 finally professed members.”’ 


THE MONKS now look forward to 
the day when, with 30 professed 
members, they~ will be able to make a 
foundation (priory) of their own, said 
Father Abbot Claude; the monastery 
presently has 19 professed members, plus 
two novices and five candidates. 


“The priory started with five people 
and now we have 28. We are blessed; they 
are good men,”’ he said. 


An abbot is elected by the community 
for what is essentially a life-time term. of. 


office, although the abbot does serve at 
the pleasure of the community. His own 
election, said Father Abbot Claude, is a 
measure of the community’s love ‘and 
respect. ‘“They seem to make more out of 
it than I do,’’ he said with a smile.

OCEANSIDE — A _ 15-century-old 
religious tradition lives on in a small 
community founded here 25 years ago. 
During this silver jubilee year, the 
elevation of St. Charles Priory to Prince 
of Peace Abbey has brought with it a 
“‘deliberately ironic’’ name change, said 
one of the monks there. 

'The abbey geographically and 
philosophically abuts the Camp 
Pendleton Marine Corps Base from its 
lofty Benet Hill perch; the abbey also 
overlooks the historic Mission San Luis 
Rey. 

-THE BENEDICTINE monastery was 
founded in January 1958 in Riverside, 
but by the first autumn was moved to an 
Oceanside property. 


Over the years the monastery has 
become increasingly popular with 
retreatants and young men who want to 
“unite themselves with God in a time- 
tested manner,’’ Benedictine Father 
Aquinas Nichols, the vocations director, 
said. ° 

People searching for the ‘‘mountain of 
the Lord”’ to get above worldly cares have 
often come to the retreat house, where the 
sounds of silence, ancient Gregorian 
chants and the Divine Office linger as a 


reminder of the way of life prescribed by: 


St. Benedict in the sixth century.

THE SIMPLE, quiet atmosphere of 
the monastery, whose inhabitants center 
their lives around prayer and work, 
attracts up to 10,000 retreatants a year; 
their demands have forced expansion of 
the abbey. 


A library, living quarters for monks 
and a new church, which may be named 
Our Lady of Einsiedeln after the 
community’s ‘‘grandmother’’ abbey in 
Switzerland, are now under construction. 


The monks — 18 Brothers and 10 
priests — pray the complete Divine Office 
and attend Mass daily. 


“SAINT BENEDICT’S idea was to 
balance prayer and work,’’ Father 
Aquinas, a 30-year-old Las Vegas native, 
said. Four hours of a monk’s day are 
devoted to work such as retreat house 
chores, manual labor, secretarial duties, 


care of the bedridden and liturgical work. 


The Benedictine day begins at 5:30 
with Vigils. Except for brief periods of 
eating and recreation, the rest of a monks’ 
day is devoted to meditation, private 
prayer, Mass, scripture reading and 
recitation of the Divine Office (Breviary). 


The spirit of ‘‘day silence’’ is observed 
most of the day. Monks may converse 
privately — not in halls or in the church. 
After the Office of Compline is recited at 
8 p.m. absolute silence is maintained 
urul breakfast at 7:30 the next morning. 


THE OTHER-worldly atmosphere of 
the Benedictine life did not frighten 
Father Aquinas when he was considering 
the Religious life during his teen years. ‘‘I 
never had a doubt about my vocation.’’ 
The idealism he had as an 18-year-old 
novice has not been shaken. ‘‘I entered 
with high idealism and for the most part it 
(community life) has lived up to that 
expectation. We do have our struggles, 
but there is no turning back once we give

our lives to God. It’s a life full of faith that 
God will fulfill what he has begun in us.”’ 


There is no formal building campaign 
at the abbey; it is all funded by donations, 
said Father Nichols. ‘‘There is no debt. 
Father Abbot wanted to make it more of a 
community project. He is a man of great 
faith. He feels that if God wants it done it 
will be. We have not solicited any funds.”’ 


One benefactor paid for the $150,000 
altar that was handcarved from Honduras 
mahogany by Tadeusz Lukjanczyk of 
Alpine. 


DESPITE THE abbey’s ‘‘newness’’ 
—. buildings, status, name change and 
abbot — much will be the same there, 
Father Aquinas said. Centuries-old 
traditions will still be adhered to, he 
noted, but perhaps there will be a new 
emphasis in Oceanside. ‘‘Peace in our 
lives is what we strive for. We will try in 
these troubied times to put the Lord more 
in the forefront,’’ he said.

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BROOKLYN, N.Y. (NC) — The United Farm 

Jorkers of America remains strong despite difficulties 
presented by the current political and economic climate, 
according to Cesar Chavez, the organization’s founder 
and president. 


A Catholic layman, Chavez spoke March 20 at 
Brooklyn’s St. James Cathedral in a Lenten vespers series 
which the Dominican Sisters of Amityville, N.Y. co- 
sponsored. 


CHAVEZ LATER said the union, an AFL-CIO 
affiliate based in California, has been confronted with 
increased antagonism because of the elections of President 
Reagan and of California’s Republican Gov. George 
‘Deukmejian last year. He also said the economic 
recession that has put some growers out of business has 
hampered the union’s work, as have mass immigration 
and unemployment which leave striking workers 
vulnerable to quick replacement. 


But in spite of these obstacles and the high turnover 
intrinsic to the farm worker situation, he said, the 
organization has been able to keep its membership around 
100,000. Although most of these are in California, 
Chavez said there are 3,000 workers under contract in 
Arizona and 1,500 in Florida. 


The union has efforts underway in Texas and elsewhere 
to secure labor legislation, he said. And he reported that 
workers sometimes get wage increases just by threatening 
to bring in the UFW. 


BUT HE said the union is also gaining new members 
and enlarging its service programs. ‘‘Since the middle of 
November, we have organized more workers than any 
time in the last five years,’’ Chavez said, estimating the 
gain for those months at 4,000 to 5,000. 


As further grounds for hope, he cited current efforts by 
the pope, bishops and other members of the Church on 
behalf of social justice. In California, he said, Church 
support of farm workers remains firm, with new bishops 
often proving ‘‘even better’’ than their predecessors. 


The union leader said President Reagan had hurt farm ~ 


workers by cuts in social services and by failure to deal 
effectively with the recession. He also said the election of 
Deukmejian as successor to Jerry Brown, a Democrat 
sympathetic to the union, has made ‘‘all the difference in 
the world.”’ 


IT WAS under Brown that California’s Agricultural 
Labor Relations Act of 1975 became law, a vital gain for 
farm workers because they are excluded from coverage by 
the National Labor Relations Act. 


The California legislature will not likely pass legislation 
harmful to the UFW, Chavez said. But he said 
Deukmejian was trying to ‘‘cripple’’ the Agricultural 
Labor Relations Board set up to administer the 1975 law. 
He said the board’s new counsel, David Sterling, had 
already dropped charges against growers in three 
important cases. 


In response, Chavez noted, the union will do more of 
its fighting in the California and federal courts. 


HE ALSO reported that the union had undergone 
extensive reorganization in recent months, with the result 
that he is sharing more responsibility with other officials. 


“‘T used to be the sole manager of the union,’’ Chavez 
said. ‘‘Now a team chosen by the executive board from 
among elected officials helps with the administrative 
work.’’ Activities such as the establishment of clinics are 
now ‘‘moving a lot faster,’’ he said. 


Chavez began his farm workers organizing efforts in 
1962 and brought the movement to AFL-CIO union 
status in 1972. As principal support for his organizing 
effort, Chavez got sympathizers across the nation to 

, boycott targeted products, particularly grapes. Though 
current boycotts of such items as Red Coach lettuce and 
Andy Boy broccoli have not aroused the same interest, 
Chavez said the union would continue to rely heavily on 
the boycott weapon. 


IN A TIME of massive unemployment and massive 
immigration, Chavez said, the strike cannot serve as an 
effective tactic. ‘‘There’s no way we can win a strike 

w,’” he said. ‘‘They can replace a thousand strikers 
overnight.”’ 


Chavez noted that much of the replacement would be 
with illegal immigrants, and said he has no solution for 
this problem. He opposed provisions of the Simpson- 
Mazzoli immigration reform bill currently before 
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Congress which would penalize employers of 
undocumented workers. He said that to be safe, 
employers would also deny jobs to Hispanics who were 
citizens and documented immigrants. 


‘*The problem of illegal immigration has to be dealt 
with on an international level. The United States can’t do 
it by itself,’’ said Chavez. 


Modified Hatch amendment 
passes Senate subcommittee

WASHINGTON (NC) — A Senate subcommittee has 
approved a modified version of the Hatch amendment on 
abortion that supporters say would reverse the Supreme 
Court’s abortion decisions and return the abortion issue 
to the states. 


After only 10 minutes of discussion March 24 the 
subcommittee, chaired by the original sponsor of the 
Hatch amendment, Sen. Orrin Hatch (R-Utah), voted to 
accept the modifications in the amendment proposed by 
Sen. Thomas Eagleton (D-Mo.). 


THE NEW 10-word Hatch-Eagleton amendment 
simply reads, ‘‘A right to abortion is not secured by this 
Constitution.”’ 


Dropped from the original Hatch amendment was a 
second sentence that would have given the federal and 
state governments concurrent power to regulate abortion. 


Eagleton, in urging the modification at a Senate 
hearing Feb. 28, said an amendment containing just the 
first 10 words of the original Hatch proposal could gain 
the greatest number of Senate votes while still reversing 
the high court on abortion. 


THE U.S. bishops, who during the last Congress 
voted to break precedent and endorse the specific wording 
of the Hatch amendment, have taken no position on the 
new Hatch-Eagleton proposal. 


But in a statement issued the day before the 
subcommittee vote, the chairman of the bishops’ 
Committee for Pro-Life Activities, Cardinal Terence 
Cooke of New York, expressed ‘‘great hope for real 
progress’’ in congressional efforts to reverse the Supreme 
Court’s abortion decisions. 


‘‘The tragic abortion decisions of the Supreme Court 
remain an obstacle that must be overcome. They must be 
reversed,’’ Cardinal Cooke said. 


SEVERAL PRO-life groups have opposed the Hatch 
amendment on the grounds that it is too weak and does 
not restore ‘‘personhood’’ to the unborn. 


Pro-life proponents also argue that no amendment has 
the necessary two-thirds vote for passage and contend that 
the pro-life movement should be concentrating its efforts 
on legislation that, while short of a constitutional 
amendment, would need only a simple majority to pass. 


The National Right to Life Committee, one of the 
largest pro-life groups in the country, has not yet taken a 
position on the new amendment although it supported the 
original Hatch wording last year. Douglas Johnson, the 
group’s legislative director, said its board of directors 
would consider the new wording at an April meeting. 

THE MARCH 24 action by the subcommittee means 


that the Hatch-Eagleton amendment now goes to the full 
Senate Judiciary Committee, which is also expected to

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give its approval to the new wording. Last year it 
approved the original Hatch wording on a 10-7 vote. 


Then the amendment is expected to be debated on the 
floor of the Senate sometime this spring. Senate Majority 
Leader Howard H. Baker Jr. (R-Tenn.) promised Hatch 
last year that in return for his decision to withdraw his 
amendment Baker would schedule a floor debate on the 
Hatch proposal before this summer. 


During discussion by the five-member subcommittee 
three members — Hatch and Sens.’ Strom Thurmond 
(R-S.C.) and Charles Grassley (R-Idwa) — said they 


supported the new wording. The remaining two ~ 


subcommittee members, Sens. Dennis DeConcini 
(D-Ariz.) and Patrick Leahy (D-Vt.) were absent. 


HATCH SAID that at hearings earlier this year both 
sides of the abortion debate had agreed that the first 10 
words of the Hatch amendment would return abortion to 
the situation that existed prior to the 1973 decisions. 


Thurmond, who is chairman of the full committee and 
long has been a supporter of ‘‘states’ rights’’ on a variety 
of issues, said that while he had supported the Hatch 
amendment in its previous form he was even ‘‘more 
enthusiastic’’ about the new wording. 


Grassley repeated his preference for a stronger 
amendment but said the new proposal ‘‘will provide the 
best vehicle for the earliest possible meaningful action to 
protect the unborn.’’

preparation for the ‘‘journey to 
Jerusalem,’’ he said. The second night 
was spent ‘“‘in the wilderness of the Lord”’ 
looking at how Jesus dealt with 
temptation. The third evening was spent 
in Cana, seeing the ‘‘social dimension”’ 
_ of Jesus’ ministry. 

THE HEALING power of Jesus was 
dealt with Thursday night in ‘‘Jericho,”’ 
and the journey ended Friday in the 
‘beauty and perfection’’ of the Lord in 
Jerusalem. 


On the fourth night, Father Conwill 
preached about spiritual blindness, using 
the Scripture account of the blind 
Bartimaeus who called to Jesus and was 
given sight. “‘Like Bartimaeus, there are 
a lot of people today whose eyes are blind. 
They have spiritual blindness. They can 
not see how God has blessed them,”’ he 
said. 


The spiritually blind set up barriers for 
others, gossip, complain and 
discriminate, Father Conwill said. “‘It’s 
not more scripture we need, we need to 
live by the scriptures we have.”’ 


A CONSISTENT theme in Father 
Conwill’s preaching was practicing, 
rather than ‘‘playing’’ with the faith. 
‘‘Christianity hasn’t failed, it just really 
hasn’t been tried,’’ he said. 


The blind Bartimaeus, who Father 
Conwill called ‘‘an opportunist par 
excellence,’’ was not afraid to try because 

_ when he heard ‘“‘the mighty stir’’ of the 
crowd he knew Jesus had come and that it 
might be his last chance to beseech the 
Savior. ‘‘We ought to be causing a 
mighty stir tonight, because Jesus is 
passing by,”’ the priest said. 

Father Conwill urged the congregation 
to persevere in prayer. ‘“‘Keep on praying 
with persistence and faith. Storm the 
gates of heaven.”’ 


WHEN BARTIMAEUS “‘hollered’’ 
at Jesus, the crowd tried to hush him. 
Peer pressure like that can be found in the 
Church, Father Conwill said. When 
someone claps or shouts out praises, 
others often stare -at that person in 
judgment, he,added. 


Don’t let crowd pressure keep you from 
hollering to God,’’ he said. Bartimaeus’ 
persistence caused Jesus to stop and “‘that 


shows us He can be stopped by earnest 
prayer. He may be ‘in heaven sitting on 
His throne, but if you call to Him from 
your heart, Jesus will stop.”’ 


No one should wait until all their 
problems are solved and they feel their 
sins are behind them before they 
approach Jesus, Fr. Conwill said. ‘“This 
is why the Lord gave us the beautiful 
Sacrament of Penance. Thank God in the 
Catholic tradition we have the Sacrament 
of Reconciliation. We confess to the 
Lord. We don’t confess to the priest. Too 
many people have that wrong,’’ Father 
Conwill said. 


BARTIMAEUS IS one of Father 
Conwill’s favorite Bible characters 
“because he had his mind set on Jesus. 
When they told him to shut up he just 
shouted all the louder.’’ He said black 
men are often looked at as “‘wild men”’ 
who have to speak up for the protection of 
their own rights and interests. 


References to discrimination and 
racism continually cropped up in talks 
given by Father Conwill. Some members 
of the congregation responded to such 
remarks with ‘‘amens’’ and other signs of 
affirmation. 


The revival, called ‘‘One to One in 
Christ,’’ included singing by the 
Diocesan Gospel Choir led by Essie 
Smart; the Christ the King Gospel Choir 
(7:30 a.m. Mass), directed by June Drew; 
Christ the King Youth Choir, led by 
Terry Mason; St. Rita’s Gospel Choir 
and Christ the King Gospel Choir, 
directed by Randy Glover. 


CONGREGATIONAL singing was 
led by Roger Holliman of Baltimore. 
Holliman led a music workshop held in 
the diocese earlier this year. 


Threatt and Deacon Bernard Gray 
served as commentators for the five 
evening sessions. 


The commission wanted to present the 
possibility for ‘‘reviving yourself 
spiritually’’ while evangelizing blacks by 
showing role models of Catholic 
leadership like Deacon’ Gray and Father 
Conwill. ‘‘We’re trying to develop black 
leadership in the Church. There’s a 
mentality that black people must be 
ministered to’’ but blacks can minister to 
each other, too, Threatt said.

SAN DIEGO — A representative of 
Catholic Relief Services met recently with 
Bishop Leo T. Maher to ‘‘express 
appreciation’’ for the $64,000 donated by 
San Diego Catholics in 1982’s annual 
CRS collection. 


Father Laurence Olszewski also met 
with Father Joseph Carroll, diocesan 
director of CRS. ‘‘It’s important to get a 
reading of the diocese’s need. It helps me 
to get a sense of what we should be doing 
in the national office’? in New York, 
Father Olszewski said. 

CRS SERVES 70 countries with 1,300 
employees and a yearly budget of $380 
million — making it a larger operation 
than CARE. CARE is more widely 


known, even with Catholics, Father 
Olszewski said. Despite its size and its 
official status as the Church organization 
for overseas development and aid, CRS 
remains ‘‘the Church’s best kept secret,”’ 
Father Olszewski said. 


CRS recieves funds from these United 
States sources: the annual Catholic 
Bishops’ appeal, Operation Rice Bowl, 
foundations and private corporations, 
government grants. 


The money given by U.S. Catholics is 
“crucial’’ because it gives CRS identity, 
Father Olszewski said. ‘“‘If we lose that 
(American support) then we’re just 
another volunteer agency,’’ he said.

New CELAM head is wary of Marxists

BUENOS AIRES, Argentina (NC) — 
Bishop Antonio Quarracino, the new 
president of the Latin American Bishops’ 
Council, is a man who thinks both 
Marxism and liberal capitalism have 
failed to solve Latin America’s economic 
problems. He adds that the situation has 
become worse because many people still 
rigidly defend these systems. 


He also is worried about possible 
Marxist influence in sectors of the 
Catholic Church, especially in Nicaragua 
and El Salvador. He calls Cuba ‘“‘the 
sharp presence of a dagger at the throat of 
America and with a Church that is 
muzzled, humiliated and submissive.’’ 


AT THE same time, in his home 
country of Argentina, the Italian-born 
bishop is known as a good-humored, 
frank man who breaks the public 
stereotype of the bishop as a solemn, 
ceremonial figure. He punctuates his 
answers to journalists’ questions with sips 
of mate, the bitter bark tea which is a 
popular drink in Argentina. 


Bishop Quarracino was elected 
president at the March 9-15 meeting of 
the Latin American Bishops’ Council, 
popularly known as CELAM after its 
Spanish initials, held in Port-au-Prince, 
Haiti, and will head the organization for 
the next four years. 


Besides his CELAM post Bishop 
Quarracino continues to head the Diocese 
of Avellaneda, Argentina. He has headed 
the Argentine diocese, located in a 
working class suburb of Buenos Aires, 
since 1968. 


BISHOP QUARRACINO has been 
active in CELAM since its founding in 


1955 and was general secretary of the 
organization at the time of his election as 
president. He has also been a member of 
CELAM’s laity and ecumenical 
departments. CELAM is. an 
administrative and coordinating agency 
for regional programs of the national 
bishops’ conferences in Latin America. 


Last year, in painting a mosaic of Latin 
American problems, he expressed worry 
about the future of the Church in 
Nicaragua, El Salvador and Guatemala 
because of “‘the aggressive politicization 
in circles of the clergy and other pastoral 
agents.’’ He also expressed worry about 
the inroads made by Protestant 
missionaries among the traditionally 
Roman Catholic population of Central 
America. 


To fortify the Catholic Church in 
Central America pastorally CELAM 
plans to launch powerful radio stations in 
1984 throughout the region. 


THE BISHOP was born Aug. 8, 1923 
in Salerno, Italy, and came to Argentina 
as a child. He entered the seminary at 11 
and was ordained Dec. 22, 1945. His first 
assignment was as a seminary professor in 
Mercedes, a Buenos Aires suburb, where 
he met another young priest, Father 
Eduardo Pironio, who is now a cardinal 
and prefect of the Vatican Congregation 
for Religious and Secular Institutes. 


The two priests also worked for a 
magazine, Pastoral Notes of the Young 
Christian Workers, which specialized in 
articles about Christian social teachings. 
The magazine was closed by the late 
Cardinal Antonio Caggiano of Buenos 
Aires in 1958 because he considered the 
articles too ‘“progressive.’’

VATICAN CITY (NC) — Like an Old Testament ~ 


prophet, Pope John Paul II inaugurated the Holy Year of 
Redemption March 25 by reminding the world of sin and 
warning it of threatening calamity. 


But he balanced his admonition by referring 
throughout his 20-minute homily to the mercy of God, the 
strength that comes from Jesus’ redemption and the joy 
that radiates from the Gospel. 


TWO DAYS later, on Palm Sunday, March 27, the 
pontiff told 30,000 worshippers in St. Peter’s Square that 
the cross, while an essential part of Christian life, is not its 
totality and that it is the resurrection of Jesus which gives 
hope to the world. 


The opening of the Holy Year came on the feast of the 
Annunciation as the pope struck three symbolic blows 
with a gold-and-ivory hammer on the bronze Holy Door 
in the atrium of St. Peter’s Basilica and called out, ‘‘Open 
to me the doors of justice. This is the door of the Lord. I 
enter into your house, Oh Lord.”’ 


As the pope struck the blows, workmen within the 
basilica opened the heavy door and the pontiff passed 
through it into the blazing light of St. Peter’s. He was 
followed by cardinals, diplomats, other Vatican 
dignitaries, and 40 young men and women carrying a 
large wooden cross. 


BEFORE STRIKING the door, the pontiff had knelt 
in front of it for several minutes of silent prayer, his head 
bowed low symbolizing his recognition of himself as a 
sinner. 


During the homily at the Mass which followed, the 
pope discussed the need to overcome sin. ‘‘"{elp us to 
conquer our indifference and our sloth,’’ the pontiff 
prayed. ‘‘Give us a sense of sin.”’ 


He told the 20,000 faithful inside the basilica, and a 
four-continent television audience of one billion, that the 
modern world ‘‘sees justice and peace on the horizon of its 
desires, and yet yields ever more room to sin and lives day 
after day, in the midst of mounting tensions and threats, 
and seems to be traveling in a direction perilous for all.’’ 

“DO NOT permit the work of destruction that 
threatens humanity today,’’ the pope prayed. 

Woven throughout was a plea for Christians to be 
conscious of the good that is within them and the 
resources available from God. 


“We wish the Church to be particularly conscious,”’ 
said the pope, “‘of the fact that the redemption endures in 
her as a gift of her divine spouse.’’ . 


‘“‘We wish her to be particularly sensitive to this gift, 
more deeply than usual, open and ready to accept this 
gift,’’ he continued. See 


‘“‘WE WISH her,’’ the 
pontiff added, ‘‘to be 
converted and to believe in 
the Gospel with a greater joy 
than usual.” 


The Palm Sunday 
ceremony contrasted with 
the one opening the Holy 
Year. Instead of taking place 
within the largest Catholic 
church in the world, it took 
place in the vast square 
outside. The pope first 
blessed palm and olive 
branches in front of an 
ancient Egyptian obelisk in 
the square’s center and then 
celebrated Mass on the steps 
of the basilica. And whereas 
a steady drizzle and strong 
winds had kept the crowd 
outside St. Peter’s to a 
modest 10,000 on March 25, 
Palm Sunday dawned 
brilliantly and a_ steadily 
warming sun bathed a huge 
throng. 


BUT THE pope’s theme 
was the same: the power of 
the resurrection in the life of the Christian and its ability 
to change the person and to change the world.

Sister told to quit by Rome? No one knows

Sister Theresa Kane, president of the Sisters of Mercy 
of the Union, and Archbishop Pio Laghi, apostolic 
delegate to the United States, are conferring over the 
issue of Mercy Sister Agnes Mary Mansour’s job as 
director of the Michigan state Department of Social 
Services, a department spokesman said March 28. 


Meanwhile, Sister Mansour ‘‘has not personally or 
formally been notified by Vatican authorities to resign her 
position,’ said Karen Meyer, the Social Services 
Department’s public affairs director. 


SISTER MANSOUR “‘is aware that there is currently 
ongoing dialogue and communication between the 
apostolic delegate, Archbishop Pio Laghi, and Sister 
Theresa Kane, national president of the Sisters of Mercy, 
regarding this issue,’’ Ms. Meyer said. She said Sister 
Mansour ‘‘has been in contact with Sister Theresa Kane 
and neither anticipates any immediate decision or 
announcement regarding the matter.” 


The status of Sister Mansour’s position was questioned 
— three weeks after she was officia!ly confirmed in the 
post — in reports from the Cable News Network and 
other news media that the Vatican had ordered her to 
resign because of her views on abortion. 
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Archbishop Edmund C. Szoka of Detroit told. Sister 
Mansour to resign Feb. 23 because she had not publicly 
opposed public funding of abortion. The Department of 
Social Services handles funding for abortions -in 
Michigan. 

BUT AN apostolic delegation staff member said that 
“‘we have no instruction from Rome’’ and that the 
delegation had “‘no comment.’’ 
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Pope opens Holy Year with warnings, emphasis on God’s mercy 


message. 


THE PONTIFF invited those present to share in the 
ceremonies of Holy Week and of the 394-day Holy Year. 


He noted that participants in his weekly general 
audiences during the Holy Year will be able to gain the 
jubilee plenary indulgence under certain conditions, 
which the pope listed as ‘‘sacramental confession which is 
personal and integral, eucharistic Communion worthily 
received, and prayer for the intentions of the pope.”’ 


The weekly audience indulgence is not the only new 
element in the special jubilee year, called to 
commemorate the 1950th anniversary of the death and 
resurrection of Christ. The current Holy Year also is 
being celebrated throughout the world simultaneously. 
For the first time, Catholics will be able to participate in it 
and gain its indulgences by remaining in their own 
dioceses and participating in local events. 


EVEN VISUALLY, the current Holy Year has its 
novelty. In previous years, the reigning pope opened the 
ceremonies by striking a hammer blow to the actual bricks 
and concrete which had sealed the Holy Door of St. 
Peter’s since the last Holy Year. 


The door, which had been loosened beforehand, would 
then fall away from the pope onto a wooden platform at 
the touch of his hammer. But in 1975, the previous Holy 
Year, chinks of concrete fell on the head and shoulders of 
Pope Paul VI, so this year the concrete wall was removed 
several days beforehand, leaving only the bronze door for 
Pope John Paul to strike and open.

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Humanity committed nuclear ‘evil,’ Hiroshima survivor Ee

A survivor of the atomic bombing of 
Hiroshima on Aug. 6, 1945, who later 
became a Roman Catholic priest said, ‘‘I 
think it is necessary for us human beings 
to be honest before God and confess that 
we committed this evil.”’ 


The priest, Father Tadashi Hasegawa, 
pastor of Misasa Catholic Church in 
Hiroshima, Japan, said, “I am a 
hibakusha (victim and survivor of the 
bombing). I think the atomic bomb is an 
evil brought about by human beings.”’ 


FATHER HASEGAWA, who was 14 
years old when the bomb dropped, was 
visited and assisted after the bombing by 
Jesuit Father Pedro Arrupe, then a 
missionary in the city. He is now superior 
general of the order, but inactive because 
of illness. 


In addition to confessing that as human 
beings everyone shares in the commission 
of the evil at Hiroshima, Father 
Hasegawa said, “‘we should be part of the 
anti-nuclear movement, but not so much 
out of fear, or a selfish concern that my 
life be spared, as that everyone on the 
planet may enjoy life in the future.”’ 


The priest said that, when the bomb 
dropped, he was with about 15 other 
students on a river bank a little over a 
mile from ground zero, the point on the 
ground directly below the bursting point 
of the bomb, which was about 1,800 feet 
in the air above the center of the city. 


‘‘T HEARD a B-29 coming and those 
of us who were gathered there spotted it in 
the sky,’’ he recalled. ‘‘I fell face down-on 
the ground. The bomb exploded and I 
was surrounded by yellow light. It was as 
though ping-pong balls of light were 
falling all around me. Tremendous heat 
burned fiercely into my back as well as 
into the back of my head, arms and legs. 
My clothing caught on fire.”’ 


‘‘Because my clothes were burning, I 
jumped into the river. When I hit the 
water, my whole body felt stabbed with 

. sharp pain. When I got out of the river, 
my skin came off and hung down from 

‘my fingernails. I had to walk like a 
chimpanzee because of my hanging 
skin.’’. 

Father Hasegawa said all the houses in 
the area were flattened and fires were 
beginning to spread, as burning debris 
sucked up into the blast fell from the sky. 


As he walked, he saw thousands of dead 
bodies along the riverside and floating in 
the river. He reached a park where, in the 
evening, he began vomiting and diarrhea 
started. 


HE WAS taken to someone’s house 
where his father located him. Searching 
vainly for a doctor, the father went to a 
Jesuit residence in the vicinity, which was 
filled with injured people. As the future 
priest’s father was leaving, the Jesuit 
superior, Father Arrupe, said he would 
come to visit the boy. 


‘Father Arrupe came to wash my 
wounds, which were encrusted and 
contaminated with ash and mud,’’ Father 
Hasegawa recalled. 


“*T could not move. I was lying on wax 
paper placed over a mat. My condition 
was critical, and Father Arrupe tried to 
treat me for three or four days. That’s all 
he could do. Infection set in, followed 
later by intestinal disease, and for weeks 
my life hung on a thread. By the time 
Father Arrupe came back on Sept. 30, I 
was just skin and bones. He just looked at 
me and broke into tears.’’ 


ON THE same day, after Father 
Arrupe left, a German Jesuit came. The 


future priest and his family were 
Buddhists at the time, but the Jesuit used 
words like God...heaven...Jesus 
Christ...crucifixion.”’ 


The Jesuit ‘‘asked my family to give 
him some water, and he baptized me,”’ 
Father Hasegawa said. ‘‘He then told my 
parents that I would sleep for one week 
and they should not touch me. My 
mother was very worried because my 
condition was horrible at the time. 
Thousands of maggots were in the 
wounds all over my body. Puss was 
oozing everywhere eis I had a terrible 
bed rash.’’ 


“But I fell into a peaceful sleep for a 
whole week,’’ he continued. ‘‘My mother 
checked on me often, afraid she would 
find me dead. The priest checked on me 
about the third day and then came back 
after a week. He told my mom she could 
touch me. She began peeling the 
bandages off my arms and found that they 
came off easily, with no adhesion. She 
found dead maggots on the wounds, and 
the wounds were much better. They had 
healed on my back and all over.”’ 


FATHER HASEGAWA ésaid that 
after his recovery his family became

interested in the Roman Catholic faith 
and were all baptized the following year. 
He studied for the priesthood and was 
ordained in 1965.

obliged to follow and statements that are 
guidelines for decision-making but leave 
different options open. 


Bishop O’Connor spoke the day before 
the drafting committee was to have a final 
session to agree on the wording of the 
third draft before it is sent out to all the 
bishops on April 1. The bishops are 
scheduled to meet in Chicago on May 2 
and 3 to discuss and vote on the third 
draft. Approval by two thirds of the 
approximately 300 active bishops is 
necessary to issue the pastoral as an 
official. statement by the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops. 


BISHOP O’CONNOR said that, as he 
spoke, he did not know precisely what 
would be in the third draft or what 
changes would be made at the meeting in 
Chicago.

Bishops speak authoritatively on 
matters of faith and morality when they 
speak in consonance with the pope and 
with bishops throughout the world, 
Bishop O’Connor said. In such cases, 
Catholics have an obligation to adhere to 
the teaching, he said. 


HE NOTED that bishops are ‘‘not 
exempt from common human error’’ 
and, for the most part, are not experts in 
areas other than faith and morality. 


N.Y. Times says defector links KGB to papal plot 


NEW YORK (NC) — A Bulgarian 
defector has added one more link to the 
theory that the Soviet Union was behind 
the plot to kill Pope John Paul II in 1981, 
The New York Times reported March 23. 


The Times, in a 3,200-word 
investigative article, said the defector, 
Iordan Mantarov, has told French 
authorities that the plot to kill the pope 
was drawn up by the KGB and by the 
Bulgarian secret service because they 
believed the pope was the ‘‘keystone’’ of a 
U.S. effort to move the Polish 
government away from the Communist 
bloc. 


THE KGB thought the pope’s election 
in 1978 was engineered by Zbigniew 
Brzezinski, who was then President 
Jimmy Carter’s national security adviser, 
The Times said Mantarov told 
authorities. 


The account is not the first time that 
Moscow has been linked to the papal 
assassination attempt. But The Times said 
that Mantaroy’s account, according to 
French intelligence authorities, is the first 
report from a Bulgarian defector who was 
in an official position at the time of the 
shooting. 


Mantarov was an attache at the 
Bulgarian embassy in Paris. According to 
The Times, Mantarov told French 
authorities after his defection in the 
summer of 1981 — only a couple of 
months after the assassination attempt — 
that he was a close friend of Dimiter 
Savov, a high-ranking official in the 


counterintelligence division of the 
Bulgarian secret service. 


WHILE THE information Mantarov 
has provided is all second-hand, The 
Times said French authorities believe 
Mantarov’s account because other 
information Mantaroyv said he learned 
from Savov has been verifiable. 


According to The Times, Savov told 
Mantaroy ‘‘about growing alarm in 
Communist intelligence agencies that the 
pope had been chosen as an instrument to 
help disrupt his native Poland.”’ 


The KGB concluded that the election 
of Karol Wojtyla was ‘‘engineered,”’’ 
according to The Times, by Brzezinski, 
who the KGB thought wanted to take 
advantage of growing unrest in Poland. 


THE TIMES said there was no clear 
way of knowing how the KGB came to the 
conclusion that Brzezinski had influenced 
the papal election. 


After the election Soviet authorities 
conveyed to the Bulgarians the desire to 
“‘eliminate’’ the pope, and _ the 
assignment was given to the Bulgarian 
security agency, The Times reported. 


The account went on to report that 
Savov had told Mantarov that Mehmet 
Ali Agca, who fired the shots that 
wounded the pope, was chosen as the 
assassin because he was known 
throughout the world as a rightist with no 
links to any Communist country. 


AGCA WAS supposed to be killed in 
St. Peter’s Square after the assassination 


attempt, according to the account. 


The Times’ article also: included a 
lengthy account of the current Italian 
investigation into the assassination plot. 
It said Sergei I. Antonov, the Balkan 
Airlines official being held by the Italians 
on suspicion of being an Agca 
accomplice, has repeatedly contradicted 
information he has given on_ his 
movements and contacts in Italy. 

It also quotes a longtime acquaintance 
of Antonov, Velitchko Peitchev, another 
Bulgarian. defector, as saying that 


- Antonov may become more cooperative 


with Italian authorities because he may 
conclude that his life is in danger from his 
own countrymen and that the only way to 
save himself is to cooperate in the 
investigation. 


IN ANOTHER article separate from 
the main investigative piece, The Times 
said a ‘‘detailed profile’’ of the Bulgarian 
security service shows it ‘‘in essence to be 
a subsidiary of the Soviet security service, 
the KGB.”’ 


The Times said each of the Bulgarian 
agency’s seven departments is controlled 
by a KGB adviser who reports directly to 
Moscow. The newspaper also reported : 
that services by the Bulgarians for the 
KGB were increased a decade ago when 
the KGB decided to ‘‘farm out’? its 
clandestine violent affairs abroad. 


The, Times report was the latest in a 
series of media investigations into a 
possible link between Moscow, Bulgaria 
and the papal assassination attempt. 


But, he added, the secretary of the 
treasury is not required to be an 
economist in order to advise the 
president, nor is the secretary of defense 
required to be a nuclear physicist. 


_ “This is the position of the bishops 
when they speak on matters of war and 
peace,’’ the bishop said. 


BISHOP O’CONNOR said that, after 
hearing witnesses before the committee 
and speaking privately with military 
officials, political scientists, theologians 
and Scripture scholars and after 27 years 
as a military chaplain, ‘‘I feel absolutely 
incompetent’’ to address some of the 
specific issues of warfare. 


“I do not personally believe,’”’ the 
bishop said, ‘‘that it is the position of 
bishops to delineate strategy and tactics 
for the Defense Department and the 
president of the United States.”’ 


He added that ‘‘as a_ reasonably 
informed citizen, I have a responsibility 
to evaluate for myself any defense 
posture.’’ 


BUT TO move from such evaluation 
to “‘delineating strategies and tactics’’ is 
not his role as a bishop, he said, just as it 
would not be his role as a bishop ‘‘to 
argue a case before the Supreme Court or 
to prescribe for a terribly sick patient.”’ 

The decision to draft a national 
pastoral was made by the bishops at their 
general meeting in November 1980. It 
was the result, Bishop O’Connor said, of 
questions that were being raised before 
that as to whether the just war theory was 
still valid in the era of nuclear warfare. 


““The just war theory,’’ he noted, ‘‘was 
not evolved to legitimize war for so-called 
Christian princes, but to make war 
difficult.”’ 

‘*THE PRESUMPTION is always in 
favor of peace’’ under the just war theory, 
he said. Only if a nation cannot preserve 
peace with justice does it go to war, he 
added. 


The Principle of discrimination 
between combatants and non-combatants 
in the just war theory, he said, would be 
violated by any direct attack on innocent 
people, such as a nuclear strike destroying 
Moscow. 


Illustrating the complexity of the issues 
involved, Bishop O’Connor § said, 
‘current, NAT @ strategy ,-‘as’ I 
understand it, includes meeting 
overwhelming conventional force with 
nuclear force.”’ 


HE NOTED that various experts have 
said that if NATO were to commit itself 
to not using nuclear weapons first, this 
would be more likely to provoke war.

NEW YORK (NC) — The New York

ABC News provides some interesting 
and unusual coverage of Pope John Paul 
Il in The Pope and His Vatican, an hour- 
long documentary to be broadcast Easter 
evening, April 3, from 7-8 p.m. 


(it may be seen locally on KGTV, 
Channel 10 in San Diego, and KECY, 
Channel 9 in El Centro). 


MAKING USE of unprecedented 
permission to take its cameras behind the 
scenes in the Vatican, ABC covers a 
single day in the life of the pope, from his 
7 a.m. period of prayer in his private 
chapel until the closing of the gates of the 
Vatican at night. 


Reported by. correspondent Bill 
Blakemore, the documentary provides 
some fascinating glimpses of papal 
routine, though Blakemore’s narration is 
much too busy. Thus when the camera 
zooms on the pope praying at his prie- 
dieu before Mass and shows him pressing 
his knuckles to his eyes, Blakemore duly 
reports that this indeed is what the pontiff 
is doing, and he speculates that he is 
doing it to shut out all that’s around him, 
something that we could probably guess if 
left to our own resources. 


Then, too, we see a dozen or so papal 
noblemen in swallow-tail coats 
accompanying a new ambassador on the 
way to present his credentials to the pope,

and Blakemore solemnly notes that their 
function is ‘‘largely ceremonial,’’ leading 
one to wonder what a dozen men in 
swallow-tail coats might possibly do that 
wouldn’t have been largely ceremonial. 


ODDLY ENOUGH, only the first half 
is taken up with the pope’s day, the 
second part being an unexceptional, 
necessarily sketchy documentary that 
attempts to give a general assessment of 
the pontiff and his reign thus far. 


Some of the conclusions in this latter 
half, especially anonymous ones 
attributed to ‘‘veteran Vatican watchers’’ 
and the like, are either pedestrian (‘‘the 
problems of abortion and birth control 
just won’t go away’’) or open to question. 
One ‘‘veteran Vatican watcher,’ for 
example, is quoted as saying that this is 
the first pope he’s seen “‘who didn’t seem 
to be made of plastic.’’ John XXIII and 
Paul VI made of plastic? However 
different they were, the humanity of the 
man in the papal robes was quite evident 
in both cases. 


Then, too, the casual viewer might get 
the impression that Vatican II was some 
sort of catastrophe from which the 
Church is still striving to recover — since 
the pope ‘is described as having been 
elected in the wake of ‘‘the chaos of 
Vatican II.”’ 


FOR ALL its failings, however, The 
Pope and His Vatican is well worth 
seeing. Its treatment of John Paul II is 
extremely favorable, despite the inclusion 
of some critical references. Its greatest 
virtue is its skillful use of the immediacy 
that is television’s forte and its ability to 
convey something that most of us. have 
known but never perhaps realized fully

PAW named Pornographer of the Month 


TUPELO, MISS. — People For the 
American Way (PAW), the political 
organization founded by TV producer 
Norman Lear, has been named 
Pornographer of the Month for March by 
the National Federation for Decency. 


Rev. Donald E. Wildmon, a United 
Methodist minister who heads the NFD, 
said People for the American Way was 
selected for the award because of a full- 
page ad in the March issue of Playboy. 


‘““MR. LEAR has mailed hundreds of 
thousands of letters asking people for 
contributions to help his ‘ministry.’ He 
gives thousands of those dollars to Hugh 
Hefner to help promote the Playboy 
philosophy,’’ Wildmon said. ‘‘Playboy is 
an anti-Christian philosophy. It has no 
room for the old, the sick, tht<physically 
unlovely, the poor or the family. It is built 
on lust, not love,’’ Wildmon said. ‘‘Mr. 
Lear’s \organization agrees that 
philosophy is worthy of financial 
support.”’ 


Wildmon said that Playboy 
Foundation, a part of Playboy publisher 
Hugh Hefner’s empire built with funds 
gained through the sexual exploitation of 
women, has made a $40,000 contribution 
to Mr. Lear’s group. A spokesman for 
PAW said that Playboy had also given 
PAW additional smaller grants for special 
projects throughout 1981. 


Several religious leaders are on the 
National Advisory Council of PAW. 
Wildmon said he did not know whether 
they were familiar with PAW’s 
connection with Playboy. Among those 
listed are: Bishop James K. Mathews and 
Bishop Marjorie S. Matthews of the 
United Methodist Church; William P.

Reds pushing ‘rites’

_ Efforts by the government of the Soviet 
Union to develop a series of ‘‘socialist - 
rites’’ for birth, marriage, entry into the 
workforce and death have been going on 
for some time and have had uncertain 
success. 


Father John Meyendorf, professor of 
church history at St, Vladimir’s 
Orthodox Theological Seminary in 
Crestwood, N.Y., said it ‘‘reflects the 
reality of the situation.’’ 


The New York Times reported that the 
Ukraine is foremost among the 
constituent republics of the Soviet Union 
in instituting the rites. In a chain of 
Palaces of Festive Events, it said, 
“‘women in long gowns and glittering 
chains of office are ready to perform the 
new rituals at altarlike tables flanked by a 
white bust of Lenin and accompanied by 
appropriate music from an organ or full 
choir.”’ 


The government’s rite are an attempt 
to “‘replace symbolic ceremonies which 
have deep meaning for the people,’’ 
Father Long said. He noted that the ritual 
book of the Russian Orthodox Church ‘‘is 
filled with many rituals for various points 
in life.”’ 
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
